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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is responsive to Applicant's reply filed on July 25, 2008. Claims 1,3, 
4, 8-23 and 3 1 are now pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claims 1-30 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) has been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
the claims has been withdrawn as noted above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 8-23 and 31 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the combinations and in 
such manner as recited in independent claims 1 and 3 1 , automatically evaluating configuration 
parameters of first and second shapes copied to a design section of a user interface to determine 
whether the configuration parameters violate any configuration rules, and when a configuration 
rule is violated, automatically evaluating any errors and returning a common error in order to 
limit the number of error messages presented to the user, displaying an icon next to at least one 
of the shapes to represent at least one common configuration error, and in response to the user

selecting the icon, displaying at least one proposed solution to the common configuration error, 
such as reflected in Applicant's arguments (see Applicant's remarks, pages 9-12).
